_ If we draw closer to the cross and hear Him cry, “My God, 
y God, why hast thou forsaken me?”, we then sense that 
hese words were born out of intense suffering of soul and 
ody. He continued in faith in the vortex of pain and despair. 
-n the centuries that have followed that figure of towering 
faith and courage has been the source of life-giving power. 
he cross became a living symbol towering over the wrecks 
f time. 


“After this Jesus, knowing that all was now finished, said 
tto fulfill the scripture), ‘I thirst. A bowl full of sour 
ine stood there; so they put a sponge full of wine on hyssop 
nd held it to his mouth.” John 19:28-29. 
The fifth word spoken by our dying Lord on the cross is 
she briefest of all—a single word only, in the Aramaic lan- 
uage of his day. It is also the only word of the seven which 
an be said to be of a personal nature. In all the other 
ords, Christ had someone else in mind as he spoke, but in 
shis simple, yet piercing word, Christ cried for water as the 
intense pain and suffering wracked his body and wrung from 
nis unwilling lips the cry, “I thirst.” 
“T thirst.’ Christ was human. He experienced hunger 
d thirst, the cold and the heat, weariness and fatigue, joy 
d sorrow, pain and suffering, just as do you and I. He was 
ruly a man, as well as God. He ran the whole range of hu- 
an experiences and to him nothing was untried in all life’s 
aried happenings. Because he has tried everything and 
as been tempted in all things as we are tempted, he “knows 
ur every weakness”, and understands our failures. He is 
= compassionate Lord who has walked the hard, painful road 
xf life before us, and so he speaks encouragingly to all his 
friends, “Come, follow me.” 

“T thirst”. It was God’s own Son who suffered on the 
‘cross as a man. Without water or nourishment for nearly 
+wenty-four hours, without sleep or rest, but beaten and whip- 
ped, driven from palace to palace, then weighed down with 
his own heavy cross and compelled to carry it the long weari- 
some miles to Calvary, he was near total exhaustion as he 
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he Fourth Word:‘‘My God, My Ged, Why Hast Thou Forsaken Me?”

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In the early period of the Christian church, when Nero and 
others vainly tried to crush the rising power of the Chris- 
tians, it was the power of God in Christ that enabled them to 
continue in the face of death and human reason.

The Fifth Word: ‘I Thirst”

hung on the cross. The intense suffering from the merciless 
nails as they tore his flesh became at last so great that the 
human body of our Lord cried out for water. This suffering 
was real. It was excruciatingly intense. And it was God 
himself, in his Son, who was suffering these pains, inflicted 
by those whom he had created in love and whom he had des- 
tined to be his children. It was God suffering for me! It 
was God dying for me! 

“T thirst”. Just before the painful blows of the hammer 
drove the nails through Christ’s hands and feet, he was of- 
fered a potion to drink that would have benumbed his feel- 
ings and deadened his pain. We are told this drink was made 
of sour wine and opium and its purpose was to drug the un- 
fortunates who were about to die by crucifixion. Jesus re- 
fused this drink, despite the burning and devastating fever 
and thirst. He wanted to come to grips in that greatest of 
all battles of history, with a clear mind and in full possession 
of his faculties. No taking an easy road. No evasion of the 
final battle. No beclouding of issues. With a clear and de- 
termined will, Christ went to the cross. He had set his face 
toward Jerusalem and the cross outside on Calvary. He had 
set his will to die. Now it was time. The lips that cried for 
water refused a confusing potion. Now when the struggle 
nears its climax, the single word burst forth, “I thirst.” The 
physical suffering was so intense that the determination not 
to be concerned with his own personal needs was pushed 
momentarily aside and sheer physical thirst brought forth the 
Never for a moment, however, did the pur-

Racine, Wis. Our Savior’s Lutheran 
Church, 1. M. Andersen, pastor. A 
building fund canvass is nearing com- 
pletion in this congregation with 
$97,119.00 pledged according to the 
latest report.

“Martin Luther’ World Premiere 
Scheduled in Minneapolis, May 4 


Minneapolis—“Martin Luther,” the 
full length dramatic film on the leader 
of the Protestant Reformation, will 
have its world premiere in Minneapo- 
lis on May 4, it was announced here by 
Louis DeRochemont Associates, pro- 
ducers of the half-million dollar pic- 
ture for Lutheran Church Productions, 
Inc. 

The 1800-seat Lyceum Theater here 
has been engaged for a two- week run 
of the film, with an option on a third 
week. A matinee and two evening per- 
formances are scheduled daily. 
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Dr. E. S. Hjortland, pastor of Cen- 
tral Lutheran Church, is chairman of 
the local intersynodical committee in 
charge of arrangements for the pre-— 
miere. Robert E. A. Lee, assistant di- 
rector of public relations for the Ev- 
angelical Lutheran Church, is serving 
as executive director of the committee. 

Originally, the world premiere of 
the film was scheduled in March, but 
it was later decided to delay the event 
until after the Lenten season. Arrange-— 
ments are also underway for showings — 
in other cities following the Minne- 
apolis run.

Leper Colony in Cameroun 
Planned by Lutherans of Norway 


Oslo, Norway—Following a sugges- 
tion by leading medical authorities in 
French Cameroun, Africa, the Nor- 
wegian Mission Society is preparing 
plans to establish the first leper colony 
in North Cameroun, it was announced 
here. 


The project, for which public auth- 
orities’ support is expected, is aimed 
at establishing a leper colony with all 
the modern equipment, but with con- 
sideration for the way of life and tra- 
ditions of the local population. 


At the same time, it was also an- 
nounced, the Mission Society plans to 
erect a large hospital in Cameroun, be- 
cause the existing polyclinics cannot 
serve all the needs of the African pop- 
ulation. 


At the meeting of the society’s Oslo 
district, where these plans were out- 
lined, Secretary Bjarne Weider report- 
ed that the 1952 receipts for the so- 
ciety’s work were estimated in excess 
of 5,000,000 Norwegian Crowns 
($700,000). 


A traveling exhibit of the mission 
society has been visited by 600,000 
people in 40 different localities, the 
report added.

WITCH-HUNTING ACTIVITIES 


_ We hope that 99 per cent of our readers are serious- 
ly concerned with the present witch-hunting activities of 
certain members of the congress. 

They have been elected by their constituencies to rep- 
resent them in our legislative halls, and then they seem 
to spend their time making men and women, whom they 
don’t like, communists. 

_ It was common for many Americans before the elec- 
tion last fall to shout communists at any one, whom they 
| Se to defeat. 

| Now Representative Harold H. Velde (Rep. Ill.) states 
that he wants the house un-American activities commit- 
tees to investigate the communist activities among the 
clergy. 

McCarthy of Wisconsin wants to investigate the col- 

leges. They fear subversive activities in the colleges and 
in the churches. 

The good men elected by the people seem to forget 
that the church has battled more against atheistic com- 
munism and totalitarianism than any other institution. 
Germany and Russia are examples of that. 

When they arrested Christ they had false witnesses 
testify against him. If Christ had been alive today he 
would no doubt have been investigated by Velde and Mc 
Carthy. Christ was opposed to a number of the things 
of the men in power at Jerusalem. Christ was also a 
friend of the poor and publicans and sinners. That was 
enough to bring him before the investigating committee 
today. 

If such men as Velde and McCarthy continue their ac- 
tivities they will create a spirit in which communism will 
find fertile ground. They are both misguided souls. We 
hope they mean well but they certainly do much harm. 
And they also give the communist and totalitarian press 
a case against America. 

They threaten to abolish the very civil liberties which 
the communists have taken away from all the nations, 
where they have come into power. 


The following editorial from The Lutheran states the 
case much better than we can, so we reprint it. 
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There are sheep-like people who can be stampeded in- 
to doing foolish things when their fears are aroused. 
When America was involved in World War I, they tried 
to do away with sauerkraut as pro-German and had the 
music of Bach and Beethoven banned from concerts. 

There is now a great rumpus in the United States 
about Communists infiltrating all ranks of society. Af- 
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ter all that we have learned about Communists, the small 
band of Reds still in our midst is not likely to have any 
important influence. But politicians who need publicity 
are prompt to thump up the anti-Communist hysteria. 


Men such as Representative Harold Velde and Senator 
Joseph McCarthy are promising a thorough investigation 
of American colleges and universities in their search for 
Reds. In the first place, the federal government has no 
authority over such schools. Each school has its own re- 
sponsible authorities who should be able to police the fa- 
culty as much as necessary. If there are teachers vio- 
lating U.S. law, the law enforcement departments of gov- 
ernment should look out for them, not Congressional 
committees. 


In the second place, the techniques of the Congression- 
al committees on un-American activities are the slipper- 
iest goings-on which have been seen in this land in a long 
while. Almost anybody can give the committees what- 
ever accusations he pleases about anybody, and these go 
in the files, to be hauled out in public without investiga- 
tion at any moment.

An example of the quality of work of Congressman 
Velde, chairman of the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities, was displayed last month when Mrs. Ag- 
nes Meyer said at a meeting of schoolmen that unless 
such men as Velde, Jenner, and McCarthy are “stopped 
in their tracks”, the independence of the American edu- 
cational system will be in danger. Velde replied that 
Mrs. Meyer had been quoted in the Moscow Pravda on 
April 30, 1947, as writing that “it simply makes you sick 
at heart when you hear many radio commentators speak- 
ing so unjustly and disdainfully of the Russians.” 


That would have been enough to put Mrs. Meyer un- 
der a cloud in most people’s opinions if it hadn’t been 
that her husband is publisher of The Washington Post. 
Since there are files of Pravda in the office, it was easy 
to look up the April 30, 1947, issue. It showed that the 
quotation was not from Mrs. Agnes Meyer but Mrs. G. S. 
Mayer of Port Clements, British Columbia. 


There is nothing these Congressmen are doing which 
they could not do equally well against the ministers of 
the churches. Anyone who ever thinks for himself, or 
speaks in any other language than the stereotyped expres- 
sions of popular prejudice at the moment, is a_ target. 
That’s much the same situation which exists behind the 
Iron Curtain.

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Anderson Hits Gang 
Rule in Chicago 


The ivy may sprout earlier this 
spring on the walls of the Fourth Pres- 
ibyterian Church in downtown Chica- 
go. On the first Sunday in March 
those walls were heated by such a 
blast as has not been heard for a long 
time in the midwestern metropolis. 
Harrison Ray Anderson iblazed out at 
the alliance between the gamblers and 
the politicians which has long held 
the city by the throat. He called on 
churches and synagogues to “forever 
ban gambling from their halls” and to 
“excommunicate unreperttent gangs- 
ters.” Without naming a particular 
denomination, Dr. Anderson echoed the 
ancient prophets when he thundered: 
“Tt is a shame for murderers to cloak 
themselves as churchmen, and while it 
is bad for blood money to flow to poli- 
ticians, it is infinitely worse for bish- 
ops and priests and pastors to be con- 
nected in any way with gambling and 
crime and its reward. For a church to 
have a lower ethic than the city is to 
confuse everyone. How can gangsters 
and their associates be Christians?” 
But Dr. Anderson did not leave the 
matter resting there. He demanded 
that Mathias Bauler, alderman of the 
notorious 43rd ward, “come clean or 
resign,” and called on Mayor Kennelly 
to seek a new charter for Chicago, as 
one of his own committees has unsuc- 
cessfully recommended. Dr. Anderson’s 
plain speaking should do good, for its 
timing was superb. The crime commit- 
tee of the city council had just decided 
to probe the incomes of policemen. 
The Illinois legislature has just passed 
a measure relieving the investigators 
of crime in Chicago of some of the 
unnecessary disabilities which have 
hampered them. The Republican mem- 
bers of the bipartisan alliance with 
criminals show signs of wanting to 
break their shameful bonds. The Com- 
mitte of 19, which has limped along 
without leadership since it was form- 
ed a year ago as a result of the assas- 
sination of a ward politician, has now 
secured the services of an able civic 
leader. Chicagoans, who have been 
hoping for a long time, are grateful to 
Dr. Anderson for giving their hope a 
new lease on life—Christian Century 


Declines Sewanee 


Honorary Degree 


An honorary Doctor of Divinity de- 
gree from the University of the South 
(Sewanee) has been declined by Dean 
James A. Pike of the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine in New York City. 
Dean Pike’s reason was stated as found 
in the institution’s racial segregation 
policy. The University, owned by 22 
Protestant Episcopal dioceses in ten 
southern states, has been under criti- 
cism since last spring when its board 
of trustees rejected a recommendation 
to admit Negro students to its School 
of Theology. Eight faculty members, 
including its dean, resigned in protest 
against the ban. 


In a letter telling of his decision Dr. 
Pike expressed impatience with any 
legal justification of Sewanee’s segre- 
gation policy. When civil laws conflict 
with Christian ethics, he said, their 
constitutionality should be challenged 
or their repeal sought. He added, “The 
Church has never regarded the civil 
law as the final norm for the Christian 
conscience. The Church has often been 
healthiest when it was illegal; we got 
our start that way, as a matter of fact. 
To follow the apostles and martyrs in 
this way would be very appropriate 
for a Church which makes much of 
apostolic succession.” 


When Is Our Psychological. . 


Warfare Psychological? 


Speaking of psychological warfare— 
as nearly everyone seems to be doing 
these days—when will the American 
public begin to grasp some elementary 
psychological ideas? The ease with 
which Senator McCarthy has forced 
the state department to drop one of 
its plans for waging psychological war- 
fare, and the applause which greeted 
the senator’s act, suggests that many 
Americans have little conception of 
what psychology is or how it works. 
The Eisenhower administration has 


placed great reliance on the effective- ~ 


ness of our propaganda to reach and 
affect the minds of peoples behind 
communism’s iron and ‘bamboo cur- 
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tains. Probably the most important 
single agency for carrying on

psychological campaign is the Voice of 


America—the high-powered  broad- 
casts from short-wave radio stations 
run by the state department. Recent- 
ly the advisory committee of educators 
and journalists who work with this 
agency approved the use of quotations 
by the Voice from the writings of “So- 
viet endorsed (American) authors . .. 
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like Howard Fast” when these could © 
be used to support American policies. — 
But when Senator McCarthy swooved . 
down on this directive, intimating that — 
it amounted to a state department en- — 


dorsement of Howard Fast and 
hence of communism, 
ment hastily reversed itself, while 
most of the press and public cheered. 
Could anything be sillier? Is is safe 
to assume that Howard Fast is a “So- 
viet endorsed” American author, since 
his views are spread with approval 
throughout the communist world. If, 
therefore, the Voice of America could 
pick out of Fast’s writings any state- 
ments which, in the language of the 
state department directive, are “favor- 
able to the United States,” what broad- 
easts through the communist curtains 
would have more psychological effect? 
Yet it is that effective psychological 
weapon which Senator McCarthy, in 
his own psychological war on the state 
department, has frightened this nation 
into throwing away. Any Republican 
senator who has seized gleefully on a 
quotation from a Democratic leader to 
support a Republican proposal should 
be able to understand what a psycho- 
logical handicap Senator McCarthy’s 
easy victory has imposed on the Voice 
of America broadcasts. One of the 
factors which sadly reduced the effect- 
iveness of the state department during 
the closing period of Mr. Acheson’s 
secretaryship was the pervasive appre- 
hension as to what Senator McCarthy 
might do. Mr. Dulles is giving the 


impression that he intends to have 
peace with the senator from Wisconsin 
by the simple expedient of jumping to 
do his bidding whenever he sounds off. 
If so, he is making a mistake that will 
eventually cost him dear.
